Miles In Little More Than Five Min­ 


utes— Biplane Touched W ater at the 


Start. 


Norfolk. V a. Nov. 15. 
Eugene B. 
Ely, the aviator, mad.- the tirst suc­ 
cessful flight from the deck of a naval 
vessel wh* ti his Curtis bipiano was 
started from a tem porary iaunchitu* 
platform on tho forward deck ol tho 
•ro u t cruiser Birmingham, which wa* 
am bored in Hampton Bonds, off old 
Point Comfort. 
It was the most spec­ 
tacular flight ever semi in tnis 0 un 
try. 
After many hours of preparation Ely 
finally climbed Into his mac hine. 
Ii* 
had been delay**! for several hours by 
flurries of hail and rain. ID* was aux 
ious, however, to start in spite of the 
adverse w eather conditions. 
Finally 
his aeroplane was started down Hie 
platform, which was Inc lined at un an 
gl«* of about five* degrees Bks machine 
gathered m om entum rapidly, Ely mal* 
lug a slight miscalculation in control! 
jug the levers, which made his ma 
chine dart down toward the wafer. 
The wheels to tin* tip of his pro­ 
peller just hat aly touc hed th** w ater. 
He succeeded in righting the machine 
and by skillful m aneuvering of the 
control levers it darted upward like :t 
seagull. 
Ely rose to a height of about 
loc* feet and flew about five miles to­ 
ward Willoughby Spit. just opposite 
Old Point Comfort, where he Inn .en 
solely. Dining th** flight a biting wind 
and lain prevailed, which prevented 
the* aviator from identifying the land­ 
marks. 


Machine Touched W ater. 
It was Ely s original intention to 
fly from the cleck of the Birmingham 
to the* Norfolk navy yard, a much 
great* r distanc e, but he was p reven ted 
by flic* adverse w eather conditions. 
As his mac hi ne touched th** water 
the spray flew into his goggles almost 
blinding him. which 
prevented him 
11-mi continuing the flight to the navy 
yard. His 
p. speller blad** was also 
*ll *htly chipia l by contact with th** 
water, but not sufllclently, however, to 
Interfere with the flight. 
Every spectator on the naval vessels 
and the other craft which were gath­ 
ered in the roads breathed hard tor a 
moment when it looked as lf the ma 
chin** would he unable to rise from 
th** surface of the water. Ely had no 
difficulty, however, in m anaging the 
machine, and sent It upward by sud­ 
denly 
tilting 
th# 
* levatlng 
plan s 
They responded instantly and the nm- 
chine traveled swiftly upward in al­ 
most a straight lino to Willoughby 
Spilt. 
Ile saw the land directly ahead 01 
Willoughby Spltt and descended there 
without difficulty. He covered about 
five miles in a little m ote than live 
minutes Bls m achine traveled at the 
rate of about fifty five miles an hour A 
launch from the scout cruiser picked 
Ely ia|) and placed him on board the 
destroyer Roe, on which he returned 
to th** Norfolk navy yard.
